U.S. Patents Issued 
toCompanylnventors 

Another line in the ever-growing 
Sprague chain of patent protection of 
intellectual and industrial property 
was forged with the recent issuance 
of U. S. Letters Patent 2,738,453, en¬ 
titled “Electrical Condenser and Me¬ 
thod of Making It”. 

Two of our company’s more prolific 
inventors, Preston Robinson and David 
B. Peck, both of Research & Engin¬ 
eering, once again combined their 
talents to produce a new capacitor 
structure and a new method of pro¬ 
ducing a capacitor. 

The patent teaches the dual or two- 
stage impregnation of capacitors. The 
capacitor is initially impregnated with 
a resin which shrinks and produces 
voids when polymerized. The result¬ 
ing porous body is then impregnated 
with a second resin imcompatible with 
the first and which is introduced into 
the unit as a monomer and is then 
polymerized by heating. 

The resulting unit is free from voids, 
cracks, strains, and other faults and is 
rigid, durable, and non-deformable. 
Electrically, the resulting unit provides 
increased breakdown voltage and in¬ 
creased resistance to humidity. 

Another patent, U. S. Letters Pat¬ 
ent 2.739,277, entitled “Capacitor 
Eyelet Construction” covers the in¬ 
vention of Ralph D. Boisjolie of the 
Factory Engineering Department (the 
section of our engineering team that 
instruments many Research and En¬ 
gineering department discoveries and 
designs much of the automatic mach¬ 
inery for our production facility.) 

The Boisjolie patent discloses a 
molded tubular capacitor in which an 
eyelet is provided for the entrance of

impregnants and the passage of a ter 
minal lead-wire. The lead-wire, which 
is usually soldered to the condenser 
section, is secured within the eyelet 
by collapsing or crimping the eyelet 
walls onto the wire. This crimp is so 
produced that even though the wire is 


firmly held, there is still space for the 
entrance of the impregnants. An 
other unique feature of Mr. Boisjolie’s 
invention is that the crimping of the 
eyelet provides depressions and ex¬ 
tensions which serve to anchor the 
eyelet within the resin lubulation. 
After impregnation the eyelet is scaled 
off with the usual solder seal which 
effects a second securing point for the 
lead-wire
